Dear  Reader:  As  I  take  a  hurried  look  back  over  the 
past  seven  months  of  laboring  toward  the  completion  of 
the  1969  CUTLASS,  many  thoughts  begin  to  converge 
upon  my  mind.  Without  a  doubt,  the  most  striking 
thought  is  that  seven  months  ago  we  began  with  276 
empty  pages — white  pages.
